AND HEALTH. 
OSE fortunate enough to have ac- 
cess to the May number of Modern 
Medicine will learn much by reading 
a new study of climate by Prof. 
Huntington of Yale university. Prof. 
Huntington went about the study in a 
novel manner. He analysed the deaths 
of 60,000,000 people occurring in eighty 
cities, His special work was to relate 
these deaths to the atmospheric tempera- 
ture and humidity and to marked 
changes in weather. 
He concludes that fairly moist weather 
is almost invariably more healthful than 
dry weather of the same temperature. 
Moist climates are better than dry, Or- 
dinary cold waves are distinctly bene. 
ficial to health. A rise in temperature 
even in winter is harmful. 

A variable climate is much more health- 
ful than a uniform climate, even though 
the latter has an almost ideal tempera- 
ture. The last statement he illustrates as 
follows: “ Where the climate is highly 
variable from season to season people ac 
quire a fund of reserve energy which 
makes them easily able to resist extremes. 
When they go to uniform climates like 
California they are unquestionably bene- 
fited at first, for they not only enjoy 
@ stimulating change, but go to a place 
where the temperature is almost ideal— 
that ia, not far from 64 degrees. Their 
health improves just as does that. of 
most communities in autumn. Yet when 
they stay in such climates they become 
more and more sensitive to changes, 
their power of resistance diminishes, and 
in the end their chance of long life seems 
to be lessened.” A climate in whith the

THE SHIFTING DOLLAR. 

New Haven, Conn, May %.—[Editor 
of The Tribune,]—It has been called to 
my attention that {n your issue of May 
23 Mr. W. W. Baldwin has criticized 
my proposal for stabilizing the dollar. 
I should like, in a few words, to correct 
his misunderstandings. 

‘He says “The dollar ia a_ specific 
thing. The laws of civilised countries 
provide that so. many ounces of gold, 
when pr 
and that 
of the values of labor and of wheat and 
cotton afd land.” I should like to ask 
Mr. Baldwin whether it is possible to 
find anything which can be, at one and 
the same time, a measure of weight and 
a@ measure of value (or purchasing pow- 
er). Our dollar is now fixed in weight, 
and hence it varies in purchasing power 
with changes in methods of mining, with 
gold imports, with the use of credit, with 
government fiscal policies. 

A dollar which varies in weight in- 
versely as the variation of the value 
of gold is a dollar stable in purchasing 
a and not, as Mr. Baldwin calis it, 

“ shifting or ‘“‘changing dollar.” What 
we have now is a shifting or changing 


| dollar. 


The index number“on which the adjust- 
ments in the dollar depend need be but 
little different from the existing one, cal- 
culated by the bureau of labor statistics. 

As to stabilising prices rather than 
stabilizing the dollar, the price level will 
be stabilized when and only when the 
measure of prices, the dollar, is stabil- 
ized.

Washington, D. C., June 2—The 
United States Supreme court, in de- 
handed down today, upheld the 
telephone and _ telegraph 
rates put into effect on Jan. 21 under 
the order of Postmaster General Burle- 
son and the increases in the railway 
passenger and freight rates made by 
the railroad administration last June. 

Ie the railroad cases the North Da- 
kota Supreme court decrees enjoin- 
ing the Northern Pacific railroad and 
Director General Hines from enforcing 
an order of the railroad administration 
tpereasing rates in that state were re- 
versed. 

The court also set aside lower court 
decrees which held that; under section 
16 of- the railroad control act, pre- 
existing intrastate rates remained in 
effect as lawful police regulations. 
The court held that the authority con- 
ferred. by the resolution and the act 
were war powers conferred on the 
prefident»and that the power of the 
federal government “ was supreme and : 
enclusive.” The opinion was unani-

they were in terms based upon the 
war power, since the authority they 
‘gave arose only because of the ex- 
istence of war, and the right to exert 
such authority was to cease upon the 
war’s termination. To interpret, there- 
fore, the exercise of the power by a 
presumption of the continuance of a 


state power limiting and controlling 
the national authority was but to deny 
its existence. 


“The elementary | that, un- 
der the constitution, the authority of 
the government of the United States is 


concerning which it has the power to 
control, is indisputable. This being 
true, it results that although authority 
-to regulate within a given sphere may 
é6xist in both the United States and 
the states, when the former calls into 
play constitutional authority within 
such general sphere the necessary 
effect of doing so is, that to the ex- 
tent that any conflict arises the state 
power is limited, since in case of con- 
flict that which is ramount neces- 
sarily controls that which is subordi- 
nate.” 

- «Decision In Wire Cases. 

In the discussion of the wire rates 
case the court held that under the 
joint resolution by which the wire sys- 
tems were taken over by the govern- 
ment there was authority for interfer 
ing with intra-state rates. The court 
set aside South Dakota supreme court 
decrees enjoining the Dakota Central 
and three other telephone companies 
from increasing intrastate toll rates in 
compliance with the postmaster gen- 
eral’s order. Justice Brandeis gave the 
only dissenting opinion. 

“That under its war power,” Chief 
Justice White said, “congress pos- 
sessed the right to confer on the presi- 
dent the authority which it gave him, 
we think needs nothing here but 
statement, as we have disposed of that 
subject in the North Dakota railroad 
rate case. And the completeness of 
the war power under which the au- 
thority was exerted suffices, we think, 
to dispose of the many other conten- 
tions urged as to the want of power 
in congress to confer upon the presi- 
dent the authority which it gave him. 

“The proposition that the president 
in exercising the power exceeded the 
authority given him is based upon two 
considerations. First, because there 
was nothing in the conditions at the 
time’ the power was exercised which 
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authority; as this contention at best 
concerns not a want of power, but a 
mere excess or abuse of discretion in 
exerting a power given, it is clear that 
it involves considerations. which are 
beyond the reach of judicial power. 
The judicial may not invade the legis- 
lative or executive departments s0 as 
to correct alleged mistakes or wrongs 
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only an asserted limitation on the pow- 
er granted based upon a plain milscon- ‘ 
ception of the terms of the resolution 
of congress by which the power was 
given. We are of opinion that author- 
ity was conferred as to all the enumer- 
ated elements.”

The Luncheon Napkins. | 


Every last detail in the service of 
food is worthy, of our attention. It is 
only when we know what is nice, I be- 
lieve, that we can abbreviate service 
to the merest elements and preserve 
the amenities. In a bock devoted to 
“Table Service” it says: “Place the 
napkin, preferably flat and squarely 
folded, at the left of the forks. The 
hem and selvage of the napkin should 
be parellel with the forks and the edge 
of the table, this position bringing the 
embroidered letter, if there be one, in 
the right place.” 

A beautifully ironed and folded nap- 
kin may easily be the most conspicu- 
ous ‘thing on a well set table, enabling 
us to dispense with flowers, favors, 
etc., all in the interest of elegance. 
But you have to go back of placing 
the napkin to secure this. 

A teacher of laundry work held up 
before her class the other day a dam- 
ask napkin, with a circular pattern, 
which had been ironed and folded like 
a handkerchief by a woman who 
washes for her living. 

One of the girls was called upon to 
show how to iron and fold that napkin 
and she stumbled somewhat. In the 
first .place she started to fold the 
hems together instead of the selvages. 
The selvages should have been together 
if the napkin had been large enough 
for four and four folding, but this 
napkin needed folding three and three, 
and finally the ends in as well as sel- 
vages, in order to show up that circu- 
lar pattern in the middle, a beautiful 
design when made the most of. 

And then this girl did not press 
her napkin hard enough in the ironing, 
but going over it to dry it out. This 
going over and over damask gives a’ 
slightly yellow surface instead of the 
brilliant white.

Selling pressure 
was mainly from local traders, most 
of whom put out their lines early 
and covered later owing to the strength 
in the cash markets.

Oats tn 
Minneapolis were strong and %@2c high- 
er. Rye futures gained 3%c and barley

_ the greater part of the day. Local trad- 
‘ers were rather bearish early, and were 
able to force a good reaction after a 
bulge of 1%c early, but the keen de- 
mand for the cash grain and strength 
in the sample market led to short .cover- 
ing and a rapid bulge of 1%@2%c from 
the bottom, with the close about the 
top, with fair net gains.
